I, Horace A. Ingram, give the following voluntary 
signed statement to Special Agent Joseph T. Sylvester, 
Jr., who has identified himself to me as a Special Agent 
of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, U. S. Department 
of Justice* ji y^ ^ 

I was bom in^artersville, Georgia, July 12, 1909, 
the son of James A/pL* Ingram and Mary Ingrma. I attended 
school at CarwrtVllle, Georgia, and completed the eighth 
grade, and when about seventeen or eighteen years of age 
left Carte rsvi He and went to Canton, Ohio, where I worked 
for various companies as a laborer* I recall working for 
the Tlmken Roller Bearing Company, Canton, Ohio, for about 
five years from 1926 until the early 193 f e. After that I 
hitch hiked, rode freights, and bummed around the country 
taking various laboring Jobs wherever I could find them* 
I traveled all over the middle West and Eastern section of 
the thited State s. Jl ^ -y~ 

In about 1937 or 1938 I was in Morristown, Pennsyl- 
vania, working firing a boiler for the Thompson Wyman 
Company, and had worked there for about five to seven weeks 
when one morning I quit* On this day I hitch hiked to 
Washington, D. C, and arrived there somewhere araind noon. 
As I was walking down Pennsylvania Avenue carrying a small 
bag, two men approached me and asked me if I was a stranger 
in town to which I replied 'yes*. They then asked me if I 
would like to do some work for them* Cfae of the men did all 
of the talking. This man was about 35 or 40 years of age, 
6 feet tall, weight approximately 170 pounds, hair dark black, 
complexion medium ruddy, nose sharp and long* He wore no 
glasses and was well dressed. He had an accent which led me 
to believe he was not an American, kit I do not lcncm what 
type of accent this was* The other man who was with him was 
-about 5 f«et 5 or 6, age lf> to 45, weight 190 poinds, build 
fat with big stomach, believed to be bald or light haired, 
well dressed. I don't recall what type of clothing they were 
wearing or whether or not they were wearing hats. The »all 
fat man was carrying a briefcase. 

I don f t reWUvrhere on Pennsylvania Avenue in Washing- 
ton, D. C., this was as I am not acquainted with Washington, D. 
*C. and know nothing about any of the streets. The tall man 
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stated he was a lawyer and was repre anting the short fat 
«an In a ftf&ily affair, and asked ae to step into a store 
which was either a drug store or a delicatessen store where 
you could get coca colas and sandwiches* The three of us 
sat in a booth and the tall mm asked ae if I would deliver 
an envelope which was brown In color, about 12 inches by 12 
inches in size, and Tsry bulky* I told hi* I would deliver 
it and he gave ae |20. 1 don't recall the else of the bills, 
whether they were ones, fives, t wos,_ or tens* 

The two aen walk^WSrtwTae and they hailed a 
taxieab. There was no taxi cab stand in front of this store. 
I ranember that I went to some address on Ohio Street arid 
the taxi waited for ae* I left the taxi and walked to a brick 
house with a mall yard in frcnt of it, with no stairs leading 
up to the house as the door was right on the sidewalk, and 
rang a doorbell on the left hand side. This was a pueh door- 
bell, one that you press the button* A short wcaian about 40 
to 45 years of age, 5 feet 4 or 5 feet 3, with dark complexion, 
came to the door and stated she was expecting ae and took the 

I went back to the cab, and -he Ufok ae back to tba 
•tore again. This took from 20 to 25 ainutes. I don't recall 
how much money I paid the cab driver for ay fare to and froa 
this house. I don't recall whether the woman had an accent, 
but do recall she was dressed like a well dressed business 
woman. I can not recall "hat type of clothing she wore, and I 
would not recognise her if I s aw he r again* 

When I got baek'^o the store the two aen were *aiting, 
and when 1 got out of the cab the tall aan went back into the 
•tore into a pay booth and aade a telephone call, le ease bade 
out aid stated I had done a good job. Be then asked as if I 
would deliver another envelope, and gars ae another brown 
paper snvelope which was bulky and the same else as the other 
antelope I had delivered, and asked ae to deliver it to soae 
place on either L or Uth Street. I don*t recall the address or 
the strs«t. I don't know whether it was north, south, «ast, or 
west. I again got into a taxieab, and it took as about 25 
ainutes to get to this hou»s, where another woaan caae to the 
door and took the papers, saying she expected ae. This house 
was a white frame house which did not sit back off the •*«"••* 
and had no yard, but which had two steps leading ap to it. The 
woman was about 40 or 45 years of age, 5 f«»t 1 or 2, heavy build 
or chunky, dressed very nice, but I can't recall amy other thing 
about her description and would not recognlae her if I should 
•ee her again. 



I again vent back to this store en Peoneylvania 
Avenue, bat don't know tha name mf the atora or the type 
of tha atora. It was not a restaurant, and was either 
a delicateaeen or a drug atora. The tall man did not make 
a telephone call when I got back the aecond time, but the 
three of us vent in and aat down in a booth and had a coca 
eola. tf/}3T 

At this time it was about 3:30 or 4*00 o'clock, and 
the tall aan asked me if I would deliver another letter in 
Ken York for him, saying if I would deliver it ha would give 
ae $200. I agreed to deliver this letter in 1* York, and 
the tall man gave me $200 in ten and twenty dollar bills, 
and again gave me the same type envelope, the earns alae, 
and gave me an address on a piece of white paper which gave 
Just an address and no name in Nee York City, which I 
faintly recall as being acme place off Fifth Avenue. The tall 
man told me to catch the train out of Washington, go to Haw 
York, catch a taxi cab, give him this address, and deliver the 
papers. Thsre was no name eti this paper. I went to the 
station in Washington and caught I believe the Pennsylvania 
train to Hew York City about 7:00 PM. I believe I paid about 
%U fare for the coach ticket, and arrived in Mae York City 
about 10:00 o'clock. I caught a taxicab, and Itmuat have 
taken about an hour and co st ab out $3 to get to this addrsas. 

When I arrived Were 1 noticed it mas a frame two 
story house on the corner of a atreet off to itee If. There 
mere no tall buildings around it and no atorss or other 
things. I arrived there about 11:15 PM, and when 1 got to the 
- houae the short fat man was there to grset me. I eaked him 
hem he got there ahead of me, and he said that ^was his 
business. Ths abort fat man invited me into the house and gave 
ma three or four nai drinka, and questioned me for about 
three hours as to my name, age, where I came from, where l 
had been, what t?pe of work I had dona, and niawrous otnsr 
questions of this type. He did not hold me in the houae 
against my will, and did net' abuae mr etrike ma. He did not 
threaten me, but from the way ha kept asking me questions I 
felt that he was detaining me and I waa unable to ^t away. 
This man had no guns, knife, or other ansa* 

After questiohfcg'2» for about three hours about ■yrflf 
the abort man called a taxicab and I want back to the railroad 
atation and caught a train to Atlanta, Georgia. Prom Atlanta, 
Georgia, I caught a bus to Cartersvills, and I have never 
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••en thaw two men a luce that time. I had never ••en th«* 
sen before that tine, end the above deliveries of thru 
envelopes w*re the only envelopes or work I did for either 
of these two men. I didn't see anyone wh£b I was with these 
two sen or when I delivered these envelopes who would know 
me or who would be able to corro borat e these facts* 

I have never told this story to anyone before. I 
did not give this information to any other perscri. I only 
made one trip to New York City to deliver anything for these 
sen or anyone alse # I am telling this because I saw a picture 
in the newspaper of the two Hiss brothers walking up the steps 
<f a building, and the news article stated that they were 
being questioned concerning spy information. I recognised 
Alger Hiss from the paper as the tall man who gave me these 
papers to deliver. 1 would be able to identify him as this 
man* I don't recall what month of the year in 1937 or 1938 that 
this occurred but knc* it was in the spring of the year. 
I don't recall what day it was, but *> knew it was not a Standay 
or a Saturday. ** y- j~^ 

I m unable to recall any other facts concerning the 
delivery of these civelopes, and the reason I am telling this 
is that the short fat man questioned me for about three hours 
and wrote down my name and all my background on paper.

"lAo/38- Taylor tried to press the Secretary.. •" and ending 
on the reverse side "•••China and is quite interested." 

A sheet of yellow lined paper bearing handwriting beginning 
•We have just discovered evidence..." and ending on the 
reverse side "...there is any chance, however, of his." 

A sheet of yellow lined paper bearing handwriting beginning 
■becoming Premier. Reynard believed the..." and ending on 
the reverse side "•• .taken seriously here." 

A sheet of yellow lined paper bearing handwriting beginning 
"(via Cochran) Backman of the Swiss Nat. Bank..." and ending * 
•• .Hitler and Sahaschrigg." 

According to Ihittaker Chambers, the handwriting appearing on 
these papers was the handwriting of the late Harry Dexter Unite, Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury. 

For your information, the FBI Laboratory has ocapared the 
handwriting on these pieces of paper with "the known handwriting of 
Harry Dexter white and has concluded that the handwriting appearing on 
the attached pieces of paper was written by Harry Dexter white.
